Wealthy Europeans spent a lot of money on their beds—and 
| they liked to show them off. Іп the 1600s, it was customary 
for hosts to lie in bed when people came to visit during the 
day. The fancy beds were decorated with gold, silver, silk, 
expensive wood, and large, elaborate canopies (above). Louis 
XIV's bed in the palace at Versailles, France, was draped 
with curtains that were woven from gold thread (right). And 
there were gold springs in the royal bed in the Bavarian 
castle at Neuenschwanstein, in Germany.

About the Truckle 


The truckle bed was a large bed that 
stored a lower bed beneath it (left). 
Truckles (also called trundles) were 
used by English royalty in the 15th

Dreams are the stories your mind makes up while you 
sleep. The most vivid dreams occur during the stage of sleep 
called rapid eye movement (REM). During REM sleep, your 
eyes move around a lot, as if they were open and you were 
awake. Contrary to popular belief, you do not toss and turn 
during a bad dream. That's because when you enter REM 
sleep, your brain prevents you from moving and acting out 
your dreams.
